WASHINGTON, March 25 (AP). 
—President Roosevelt announced 
today the creation in the Agricul- 
ture Department of an administra- 
tion of food production and distri- 
bution to be headed by Chester C. 
Davis, president of the Federal 
Reserve Bank at St. Louis and 
former director of the Agricultural 
Adjustment Administration. 

A White House statement said 
that “the administrator will have 


charge of what may be called the 
food production and. distribution 
activities of the department, in- 
cluding the Agricultural Adjust- 
ment Administration, the food dis- 
tribution activities that were trans- 
ferred to the Department of Agri- 
culture by the War Production 
Board last December, and the re- 
cruitment of farm labor recently 
transferred to the department by 
the War Manpower Commission 
Will Take Job Monday. 

Davis will obtain leave of ab- 
sence from his bank, the Presi- 
dent’s statement said, and report 
for duty next Monday. 

Last Dec. 5, the Secretary of Ag- 
riculture was directed in a presi- 
dential executive order to assume 
“full responsibility for and con- 
trol over the nation’s food pro- 
gram.” 

Roosevelt's statement did not say 
whether Wickard would retain or 
give up this responsibility, with 
Davis as a subordinate or as a 
full-fledged food boss. 

The White House did not dis- 
close immediately the means used 
to set up the new food adminis- 
tration, whether by executive or- 
der or a directove. 

Text of Announcement.

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OPA HEAD URGES CONGRESS 
TO REJECT TWO FARM BILLS 


Brown Puts Cost to Consumers at $3,750,- 
000,000 and Says They Would Destroy 
Anti-Inflation Program. 


WASHINGTON, March 25 (AP). 
—Price Administrator Prentiss M. 
Brown urged ,Congress today to 
reject the strongly-backed Bank- 
head and Pace farm bills, saying 
they would add more than $3,750,- 


000,000 to consumer’s budgets and 
destroy the anti-inflation program. 

Both bills have as their ulti- 
mate end the increase of farm in- 
come but, Brown wrote congres- 
sional leaders, they call for “so 
radical a change in the price of 
foods” as to mean “the end of 
stabilization of prices” and the end 
of “the stabilization of wages as 
well.” 

The Price Administrator’s letter 
went to Senator Lucas (Dem.), 
Illinois, president pro tempore of 
the Senate, who promised “the 
stiffest kind of a fight” if farm 
bloc leaders insisted on calling for 


a Senate vote today on the Pace 
bill to add farm labor costs to the 
crop parity formula. 

Also receiving the letter were 
Senate Majority Leader Barkley of 
Kentucky, Speaker Rayburn of the 
House and House Majority Leader 
McCormack of Massachusetts. 


The House has approved the 
Pace bill and both branches have 
approved the Bankhead bill, al- 
though in somewhat different ver- 
sions, to stipulate that government 
benefit payments shall not be in- 
cluded in computing farm parity 
price ceilings. 


Taken together, Brown § said, 
they would increase the retail 
price of food between 17 and 18

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CANNED GOODS 
RATIONS LIKELY 
T0 BE INCREASED 


April Coupons Now Good, 
Housewives Expected 
to Hold Them for New 
Point Value Table. 


WASHINGTON, March 25 (AP). 
— April’s canned goods ration 
stamps became valid today, but 
housewives are expected to hold 
them for another week because of 
strong hints from the Office of 
Price Administration that their 
value will be increased next month. 

Future plans were kept secret, 
but top officials who refused to 
be quoted by name implicd that 
some reduction in the point values 
of many types of processed fruits 
and vegetables could be expected, 
effective April 1. 

A further indication of this came 
from a statement of the American 
Institute of Food Distribution at 
New York that movement to mar- 
ket of important canned vegetables 
had dropped 60 to 95 per cent un- 
der point rationing. 

Blaming newness of the system 
and “unnecessarily high point val- 
ues,” the institute said in its can- 
ners’ market report that “this 
fault (high point values) will bé 
righted—partly by reduction of 
several point values by April 1, 
and later by wholesale revision of 
these values on May 1.” 

April coupons were made valid 
on March 25 to help persons who 
come to the end of the month with 
insufficient March stamps to meet 
essential needs, or with odd num- 
bers of March points that won't 
stretch, 

New Point Table Expected. 

A new table of frult and vege- 
table point values is expected to 
be made public over the week end. 
Between this and the meat, cheese 
and fat and oil point values, which 
become effective next Monday,

While it may be profitable to 
hold April canned goods stamps 
for a week, officials reminded that 


the March stamps must be spent 
by midnight of next Wednesday or 
they will become worthless.

The stamps for meat, fat, oil 
and cheese beco™e valid in alpha- 
betical order at the start of each 
week, beginning with the A 
stamps next Monday. Once valid, 
the stamps continue to be usable 
through the entire month of 
April. Thus the A stamps are 
good next week, but they can be 
saved and used, if the householder 
desires, throughout the month.

GOVERNOR HALTS 
DRAFTING OF FARM 
MEN IN COLORADO 


Vivian Notifies Selective 


Service Chief of Action’: 


to Permit State to Reach 
Crop Goals. 


DENVER, March 25 (AP).—Gov. 
John C. Vivian ordered today an 
immediate halt to the induction of 
Colorado farm workers into the 
armed forces. 

Gov. Vivian, who recently assert- 
ed that Colorado war crop goals 
could not be attained unless work- 
ers were permitted to stay on the 
farms, announced his action in a 
letter to Brig. Gen. Harold H. Rich- 


ardson, state director of selective 
service. 

Vivian said he was taking the 
action “under the power and au- 
thority to administer the Selective 
Service system within my State 
under Section 603.11 of the regula- 
tions governing this agency.” 

At State Selective Service head- 
quarters, officials said Section 
603.11 of the National Selective 
Service Act provided that gover- 
nors of the respective states would 
Rave charge of the administration 
of the act in each state. The sec- 
tion deals also with the manner of 
keeping Selective Service files and 
other administrative details, 


22 Farmers Taken. 


Gov. Vivian told reporters he had 
received word that of a quota of 58 
men inducted in Delta County in 
Western Colorado recently, 22 were 
farmers “who in the opinion of the 
county agent are essential to the 
operation of the farms from which 
they were taken and will need to 
be replaced.” 

Gen. Richardson was not avail- 
able for comment immediately. 
Neither was there any official 
| comment at once from national 
| Selective Service headquarters in 
Washington nor from the War 
Manpower Commission there. 
Washington selective service at- 
taches, who declined to be quoted 
by name, expressed the opinion 
that a governor could give orders

Germans Advancing Up 
Valley Agaitst Baiteries 
in Heights Were ‘Artil- 


leryman’s Dream.’

WITH UNITED STATES 
FORCES IN SOUTHER TUNISIA, 
March 24 (Delayed) (AP).—It was 
an artilleryman’s dream — those 
300 to 400 German infantrymen ap- 
proaching in a body across the 
plains of E] Guettar Valley toward 
the American-held heights. 

When hidden United States ar- 
tilery got through with them, 


they were blasted and scattered 
with direct hits which, observers 
said, left only a fraction of them 
alive and unwounded. 

The advance was completely 
routed. 

Pvt. Agatino Saitta, an infantry- 
man of Bethpage, Long Island, 
watched the spectacle from a 
grand-stand seat in a foxhole over-‘ 
looking the valley. 

Diversion by Aalr. 

“The Germans tried to divert our 
attention with bombing and straf- 
ing to keep us looking up at the 
skies,” he said. “Then their in- 
fantry and tanks started up the 
valley, hoping to get close to our 
positions before being seen. 

“But our artillery observers 
spotted them and the tanks—about 
10 of them in that attack-—-retreat- 
ed under our shelling. 

“But their infantry was more 
stubborn and kept on coming. 
Then our artillery got the range 
and began dropping them in. The 
Germans started to run but it 
was too late by then to separate. 

“You could see them try to run; 
then they would hit the ground 
as shell fragments got them—and 
that was the end of those Jerries. 
They toppled over in droves. 

Few Got Away. 

“I only saw four or five.myself 
get up and escape. We tried to 
pick them off with our rifles but 
they were too far away.”

The only authoritative word of 
the fighting for the Mareth line, 
which has raged full scale for four 
days, was that both sides were 
laying down heavy artillery bome- 
bardments and that the battle con- 
tinued. 

Military quarters said strong re- 
sistance and rigorous counterat- 
tacks by Field Marshal Erwin 
Rommel’s forces prevented further 
major Allied gains for the time 
being and, in some cases, wiped 
out advances achieved earlier. 

Advices from the southern Tu 
nisian front late last night were 
that German counterassaults had 
largely wiped out the advances 
made by the British Eighth Army 
in driving a wedge into the upper 
end of the Mareth line. 

Planes Pound Enemy. 

British and American light 
bombers hammered important Axis 
fortified positions near the town of 
Mareth, 

In the communique today there 
was no mention of the British 
force which flanked Rommel’s po- 
sitions and was last reported eight 
miles from El Hamma, Axis aiz 
base at the rear of the fortificae 
tions and 20 miles west of Gabes, 

Field dispatches said United 
States patrols won control of the 
last mountain chain overlooking 
the coastal plain and Axis supply 
routes between Maknassy and the 
Gulf of Gabes after other Ameri- 
can forces had beat back Axis 
armored forces in the region of El 
Guetar, 12 miles southeast of Gafsa 
on the road to Gabes. 

American infantry at El Guetar 
had to face a German armored db 
vision, fire from German 8&mill- 
meter batteries and German bomb- 
ing attacks of considerable weight,

_ LONDON, March 25 (AP). — 
Prime Minister Churchill said to- 
day that the United Nations “have 
afloat substantially larger fleets 
than they had at the worst mo- 
ment in the U-boat war and this 
improvement is continuing.” 

The statement was made in 
reply to a question in the House 
of Commons on shipping losses, 

Rear Admiral Tufton Percy 
Beamish, conservative, had asked 
the Prime Minister if he were 
aware of the recent German claim 


that U-boats sank more than 30 
ships out of a 200,000-ton Atlantic 
convoy. 

Churchill said he declined to 
“clarify enemy knowledge of this 
matter.” 

In debate in the House of Lords, 
Lord Strabolgi urged yesterday 
that the Navy be given more air- 
planes, including heavy, long-range 
Lancasters, Stirlings, Liberators 
and Flying Fortresses, to help 
combat U-boats. 

The Laborite peer, a former Brit- 
ish Navy officer, asked for more 
protection for convoys, and warned 
that “our war effort might be 
thwarted and our great cause im- 
perilled by 200 submarines manned 
by 12,000 Nazis, many of them sea- 
sick landlubbers.” 

The House of Lords was told by 
Lord Bruntisfield, parliamentary 
secretary of the Admiralty, that a 
“solution in which we have com- 
plete confidence” has been reached 
in discussions at Washington on 
the question of Allied command in 
the Atlantic battle against sub- 
marines. 

“I would say that as a result of 
these deliberations .-. . not only 
the organization of convoys in the 
Atlantic but their protection on 
the sea and in the air will be 
further improved and simplified,” 
he added. 


DARLAN ACCUSED OF

LONDON, March 25.—The high- 


est priority in Britain today is 
given to the construction of escort 
and other anti-U-boat vessels, the 
House of Lords was told yesterday 
during a debate on submarine war- 
fare. 

The anti-U-boat campaign was 
described by Lord Hankey as “our 
great failure.” He called for a 
single command of anti-U-boat 
forces—whether American or Brit- 
ish—and the appointment of a full- 
time minister. 

“After the lower U-boat sinkings 
in December, January and Febru- 
ary, there have been uncomfortable 
stories about the March sinkings. 
It looks as if the greater effort we 
were expecting the enemy to make 
during this year has already be- 
gun,” he said. 

Lord Winster, former Com. 
Fletcher, who was until last year 
Parliamentary Secretary to the Ad- 
miralty, accused the Navy of over- 
rating the submarine detecting 
devices. Publication of sinkings 
should be resumed, he said. 

Britain’s method of submarine 
detection—more advanced than 
anyone else possessed—was given 
or sold to the Germans by “Vichy 
traitors,” Lord Hankey asserted. 
This fact has long been known but 
not by the general public. The 
man who gave the Germans all the 
details of equipment used by the 
British Navy, it has been said, 
was the late Admiral Jean Darlan. 

The Earl of Cork and Orrery, a 
naval officer, said that officers 
wanted more offensive action 
against U-boats. He also urged a 
single Allied command. 


Two Allied Convoys Suffered Some 
Losses, Davis Says. 

WASHINGTON, March 25 (AP). 
— Director Elmer Davis of the Of- 
fice of War Information said yes- 
terday that German claims of 
U-boat damage on Allied convoys 
in recent days have been, “as 
usual, fantastically exaggerated.” 

“However, a couple of convoys 
were attacked and suffered some 
losses. The situation is serious and 
will.remain serious throughout the 
good weather. Submarine activity 
undoubtedly wilk be increased this 
spring, and so will our antisub- 
marine measures, but we have a 
long fight ahead of us.”

The defense lines extend to 
Crete and have been under con- 
struction since the defeat of the 
Yugoslavs and Greeks. “New divi- 
sions equipped with new heavy 
arms have only recently been 
transported to these ‘fronts’,” said 
the broadcast, recorded by the As- 
sociated Press. 

The newsreel shows antitank de- 
fenses, camouflaged gun positions 
and barbed wire entanglements on 
Crete, which the Nazis won by 
aerial and sea attack, the broad- 
cast added. 

This section of the Nazi-domi- 
nated European “fortress” is 
among those which have been men- 
tioned as possible routes of Allied 
invasion. 

Greek Premier Emanuel Tsou- 
deros, speaking from Cairo in a 
Greek Independence day address, 
declared yesterday that “the day 
of liberation is not far off,” and 
asserted that “the enemy will be 
crushed. I have reason to believe 
that this will happen this year.”

—Secretary of War Stimson today 
predicted favorable progress in the 
Tunisian campaign, but said it 
would be paid for with heavy cas- 
ualties. 

He attributed successes in the 
Tunisian campaign in part to the 
series of heavy day and night 
bombing attacks on Germany and 
German-occupied territory. These 
attacks, he told a press conference, 
make it necessary for Germany to 
keep large numbers of fighting 
planes at home. 

The German people, Stimson 
said, are “demanding greater fight- 
ing plane protection” against 
American and British bombing 
raids. And “since Germany does 
not know where we will strike 
next, she is forced to disperse these 
planes throughout the entire coun- 
try and occupied territory.” 


On Vegesack Raid. 


He referred specifically to two 
recent raids on Vegesack near 
Bremen and on Wilhelmshaven as 
“remarkably successful.” Photo- 
graphs taken after the raid on 
Vegesack, a submarine repair base, 
confirmed heavy destruction and 
accuracy of the bombing, he said. 

“It was by far the most success- 
ful American raid on Germany; the 
target area was completely en- 
veloped in a large conflagration.” 
Two American planes were lost. 

Final reports on the Wilhelms- 
haven raid are not yet available, 
but it appears to have been “very 
successful,” he added. 


Control African Skies. 


In Tunisia, Stimson said, Ameri- 
can planes have dominated the 
skies, shooting down “three or four 
times as many enemy planes as we 
have lost. 

“But it must be remembered that 
the grim and conclusive work must 
be done on the ground.

U. S. AIR RAID ON VEGESACK | 


CRIPPLED U-BOAT YARDS 


And Recent Attack on Rennes Was ‘Most 
Devastating of Kind,’ Says Bomber

UNITED STATES EIGHTH 
BOMBER COMMAND HEAD- 
QUARTERS, England, March 25 
(AP).—The United States Flying 
Fortress-Liberator raid on _ the 
Vegesack submarine and shipbuild- 
ing yards last Thursday “has crip- 
pled that base for a considerable 
period,” Brig. Gen. Newton Long- 
fellow, chief of the Eighth Air 
Force Bomber Command, said to- 
day. 

The American raid on the U-boat 
supply center and railroad yards 
at Rennes March 3 was “consid- 
ered by transportation evaluation 
experts as probably the most dev- 
astating raid of its kind in this 
war,” Longfellow said. 

Longfellow’s disclosures were 
made in a message to the person- 
nel of his command a day after 
Maj. Gen. Ira C. Eaker’s pro- 
nouncement that the Americans’ 
high-altitude precision daylight 
bombing had passed from the ex- 
perimental stage with the Vege- 
sack raid. 

U. S. Accomplishments. 

Longfellow said, “You have 
struck the Nazi U-boat menace at 
bases on the west coast of France; 
at construction yards in Germany 
you have hit his heavy industries 
and his steel and freight-car facto- 
ries which are the basis of the 
German transportation system. 
You have attacked hig air bases 
and air depots. 

“Between Nov. l'and March 20,” 
he summarized, “28 high-altitude 
raids have been conducted by this 
command, with a total of more 
than 4000 tons of bombs dropped 
on many targets. Statisticians 
credit our guns with 329 enemy 
aircraft destroyed, 265 probably 
destroyed and 168 damaged be- 
tween Nov. 1 and March 20.” 

Eaker, who is commander in 
chief of the United States Air 
Forces in England, announced yes- 
terday the total number of enemy 
aircraft destroyed since Aug. 17, 
the beginning of the Eighth Air 
Force's campaign, was 356. 


Longfellow described the March 
4 raid on Hamm, when many di- 
rect hits inflicted heavy destruc- 
tion in the railroad yards, as a 
“perfect example of what Germany 
may expect from this command.” 

Rapid Improvement. 

“I fully appreciate,” he told his 
men, “your perseverance in the 
face of weather which has caused 
long waits and countless missions 
scrubbed out . in general, 
bombing has been good and is im- 
proving rapidly. In recent raids, 
almost without exception, it has 
been excellent . . . our forces are 
being increased rapidly. 

“In the near future we hope to 
have sufficient forces to make 
comparable raids during daylight 
hours to those now being made by 
the R. A. F. during hours of dark- 
mess... 

“You have learned many impor- 
tant lessons. You have developed 
a new aerial technique and have 
made adaptations in your equip- 
ment that hag increased its effec- 
tiveness. 

“IT take pride in the accomplish- 
ments of the Eighth Bomber Com- 
mand during those trying months 
now passed, and I am looking for- 
ward with all of you to the near 
future when we will be instrumen- 
tal in delivering an increasingly 
stronger effort against our ene- 
mies.” 

Arrival of Reinforcements. 


Eaker indicated considerable re- 
inforcements were arriving stead- 
ily but hedged on whether the rate 
was sufficient. 

“I wouldn’t be satisfied if it 
were 100 a day,” he said. He de- 
clared the growing air force would 
be able to support ground forces 
for any invasion drive. 

Some American ‘bomber crews 
now are wearing steel jackets and 
helmets, Eaker disclosed. 

The jackets, he said, are made to 
withstand 20-millimeter shells 
which, he added, sometimes pene- 
trate into the cabin of planes and 
“mill around,” injuring the flyers.

WASHINGTON, March 25.—Sen- 
ator Bennett Clark and Senator 
Harry Truman are drifting farther 
apart on the two Federal district 
judgeship vacancies in Missouri. 

' Clark’s recommendation of Dis- 
trict Attorney Harry Blanton of 
St. Louls for the vacancy, caused 
by the sudden death of Judge 
Charies B. Davis, was not unex- 
pected, as Blanton’s name was on 
the list Clark had previously sub- 
mitted to Attorney General Biddle 
as among those acceptable to him 
for the newly created roving judge- 
ship. But his addition of District 


Attorney Maurice Milligan of Kan- 
gas City and of State Cifcuit 
Judge Emmett J, Crouse of St. 
Joseph to his list of recommenda- 
tions for the roving judgeship was 
a sharp dig at Truman for Tru- 
man’s refusal to make any recom- 
mendation except that of former 
Congressman Richard M. Duncan 
of St. Joseph. 

By recommending Milligan for 
the roving judgeship, Clark named 
a man who is almost “personally 
objectionable” to Truman. When 
Milligan was up for reappointment 
as District Attorney, Truman 
fought his confirmation by the 
Senate, but did not utter the form- 
alistic words necessary to invoke 
“senatorial courtesy.” As a result 
of this refusal to use this phrase, 
or “personally obnoxious,” Milligan 
was confirmed by a voice vote. Al- 
though no negative vote was re- 
corded, Truman said later that he 
had voted “No.” Had he used 
either of the cabalistic phrases, 
he probably would have received 
the same support. 

Clark Shows No Prejudice. 

By recommending Judge Crouse 
for the roving judgeship, Clark 
demonstrated that. he had no 
prejudice against St. Joseph or 
Northwest Missouri. Whenever 4 
local man is recommended for an 
important position, such as a Fed- 
eral Judge, local pride comes to 
the fore and not only his friends, 
acquaintances and neighbors, but 
gome persons who never saw him, 
will indorse his appointment. 

Clark said yesterday that Judge 
Crouse was highly respected in his 
circuit and was admirably quali- 
fied for the high honor. It may 
well be that some of Duncan’s sup- 
porters in St. Joseph and North- 
west Missouri will swing their in- 


fiuence behind the Crouse can-| 


didacy. 

Crouse is 54 years old, a native 
of Buchanan County. He was edu- 
cated in St. Joseph. He served 
two terms as Circuit Clerk of Bu- 
chanan County. He was educated 
in St. Joseph. He served two terms 
as Circuit Clerk of Buchanan 
County and two terms as State 
Senator from the Second District. 
He was elected to the Circuit 
bench without opposition in 1938 
for the term expiring Dec. 31, 1944. 
Sent Choices to Attorney General. 

Clark announced his recommen- 
dation of Blanton for the perma- 
nent judgeship late yesterday. He 
had written to the Attorney Gen- 
eral last week, and after a reason- 
able time jad elapsed he made 
public his qgoice. 

He said that he had made the 
recommendation without solicita- 
tion from the Department of Jus- 
tice, feeling that the pressure of 
business in the First Missouri Dis- 
trict required the appointment of 
a judge at the earliest possible 
date. 

If Attorney General Biddle fol- 
lows his usual custom and asks 
for additional recommendations, 
Clark said he was prepared to 
make them, and intimated that one 
of his choices would be Ruby 
Hulen of Columbia. Columbia is 
not in the First, or Eastern, Dis- 
trict, but Clark said that Hulen 
had practiced law in St. Louis for 
10 years and was a member of the 
Eastern District bar.

Guests Say They Would Not Have Been Able 
to Distinguish Their Steaks and Roasts

Horse meat—sirloin and siBoegesd 
steaks and roasts—prepared by 
an embarrassed chef who felt his 


reputation was in danger, was 
eaten with varying degrees of rel- 
ish last night at a dinner given at 
the Missouri Athletic Club for 
meat dealers who will sell the un- 
rationed product. . 

The 32 persons at the dinner, 
most of whom ate both steak and 
roast, said they would have been 
unable to distinguish the meat 
from beef. It was tender, lean 
and fine-grained, but perhaps too 
well-done for a beefsteak connois- 
seur. 

Vernon FE. Soehnlin, general 
manager of Kuhs Deep Freeze Co., 
host “at the dinner and distributor 
of the first 60,000 pounds of horse 
meat to be offered for human con- 
sumption in this area, said sales 
would begin as soon as the Office 
of Price Administration set price 
ceilings. The retail price is ex- 
pected to be about half that 
charged for beef. 

A typical comment was made by 
J. W. Cotterill, who said he had 
been in the meat business for 25 
years. On tasting horse meat for 
the first time, “I would think it 
was beef if someone hadn’t told 
me,” he said, adding he had eaten 
his first shark meat for lunch yes- 


terday and found it equally. good. 


The horse meat, which is Gov- 
ernment-inspected, was procured 
by the Kuhs company from Chap- 
pel Bros. Packing Co., Rockford, 
Ill., but where the Chappel com- 
pel company got the horses no 
one seemed to know. Soehnlin 
said he understood they “were 
young horses bought from many 
sections of the country by the 
packing house, and not necessar- 
ily range ponies rounded up in 
the Western States. 

The idea of preparing the meat 
was somewhat repugnant to the 
chef, Ludwig G. Huber, who point- 
ed out to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that the meat did not belong to 
the Missouri Athletic Club. “We 
don’t have this here,” he said. 


Plans Bill to Require Sign on 
Shops Selling Horse Meat. 

A bill to require shops selling 
horse meat at retail in St. Louis 
to display a sign measuring eight 
feet by four feet and reading, 
“horseflesh sold here,” will be in- 
troduced in the Board of Aldermen 
tomorrow by Alderman G A. 
Hartkopf. The bill provides that 
horse meat displayed in shops be 
labeled, and that a notation that 
horse meat is for sale be made on 
the menus of restaurants where 
it may be obtained. A fine of $100 
to $500 would be provided for 
each violation. 


ITALIANS ADVANCING 
TO SURRENDER ARE. 
FIRED ON BY NAZIS 


U. S. Officer in Tunisia Says 
He Regards Act as Highly 
Significant. 


WITH UNITED STATES 
FORCES‘IN CENTRAL TUNISIA, 
March 24 (Delayed) (AP).—Forty 
Italian soldiers who came forward 


to surrender to an American force 
near Maknassy today were fired 
upon immediately by a German 
unit on their right.., 

“T am unable to tell you the 
result of this action or the number 
of prisoners taken by us from this 
group,” an American officer said, 
“but I can say we regard this fir- 
ing on Italian troops by Germans 
as highly significant.” 

In the last three days in the 
Maknassy-El] Guetar area, more 


Germans, have been captured in 
heavy fighting. 

United States troops who round- 
ed up f00 Italian mountain in- 
fantrymen in defiles of the Obata 
range between Maknassy and EI 
Guetar solved the problem of 
handling the prisoners by adopting 
British Eighth Army methods. 

The Americans asked for volun- 
teers among the Italians to act as 
truck drivers. 

These volunteers then drove the 
other prisoners back to a tempo- 
rary prison camp in the Tebessa 
area.

LIVESTOCK PRICE 
CEILING URGED 10 
EASE SHORTAGE 


St. Louis Meat Dealers’ 
President Proposes 
Also Rules to Bar Di- 
version of Supply. 


Ceiling prices on livestock and 
Government rules to prevent di- 
version of slaughtered meat ani- 
mals from the usual retail chan- 
nels were recommended today by 
A. H. Marienfeld, president of the 
St. Louis Metropolitan Meat Deal- 
ers’ Association, as measures that 
would help remedy the meat short- 
age. 

Several other members of the 
meat industry told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter they could not make up 
their minds at this time whether 
the impending rationing of meat 
would help the situation here. 
Marienfeld was the only one who 
said he viewed it as a benefit. 

Factors in Shortage. 

Principal factors in the St. Louis 
shortage, some packers said, are 
as follows: 

Necessity of delivering to the 
Government for the armed forces 
and lend-lease program 40 per cent 
of all beef. slaughtered, 45 per cent 
of all pork, 30 per cent of veal, 35 
per cent of lamb and 50 per ceht 
of lard. 

Diminishing supplies of meat 
animals in this area, 

Failure to obtain animals from 
other areas, even as far away as 
Kentucky. 

Withdrawal from the St. Louis 
market by packers in lowa and 
Illinois, who formerly shipped their 
products to this area. 

Costs to Packers. 

“Our supply has been diminish- 
ing for some time,” Marienfeld 
said. “Now we find that some 
slaughterers are giving thought to 
the idea of opening their own re- 
tail stores so they can make some 
profit out of their own product. 

“It cost one packer $26.11 to pro- 
duce a dressed beef carcass. Under 
the OPA ceiling on his product, it 
was sold for $22.75.

$25,000 PAY LIMIT REPEAL 
BILL GOES TO WHITE HOUSE 


Roosevelt Has Choice of Signing or Vetoing 
Measure Which Lifts Debt Limit From 
Figure Now Being Approached. 


WASHINGTON, March 25 (AP). 
—The Senate sent to the White 


House today legislation lifting the 
ceiling on the national debt to 
210 billion dollars and repealing 
President Roosevelt’s executive or- 
der limiting salaries to $25,000 
after taxes. : 

Final legislative action came on 
adoption of a conference report 
accepting the Senate’s version of 
the repealer, approved overwhelm- 
ingly yesterday by the House. 

The legislative strategy of com- 
bining two measures gave Roose- 
velt this alternative: 

1—Acceptance of the bill in its 
entirety, or 

2——Veto of the measure though 
the present debt limit of 125 bil- 


lion is being approached and the 


Treasury has urged swift action 
to increase it. A second war loan 
campaign is set for April. 

Because of the overwhelming 
vote by which the salary feature 
of the bill was approved, most ob- 
servers thought the President 
would accept the bill rather than 
take a chance on having a veto 
overridden. 

Under the bill, no ceiling can be 
placed over wages and salaries be- 
low the highest level they reached 
between Jan. 1 and Sept. 15, 1942, 
the dates established in the stabili- 
zation act. The bill would preserve, 
however, the President's authority 
to prohibit increases in wagés or 
salaries above the highest level in 
that period,

ON RECORD DESPITE WAR DIET

LONDON, March 25.—The latest 
available figures on. Britain’s 
health in the fourth year of war 
show that generally the health of 
the British nation is better than it 
ever has been, despite the radical 
changes in diet and the absence 


of many items of food usually be- 
lieved essential. 

The death rate is the second low- 
est on record, even with’ those 
killed in air raids included. 
Deaths from diphtheria are the 
lowest ever recorded. And there 
have been no epidemics. Tubercy- 
losis mortality rose during the 
first two and one-half years of war 
but during last year fell to pre- 
war levels. 

Most doctors attribute improved 
health to simpler feeding arising 
from rationing and shortages. 

The birth rate is the highest in 
10 years.

$45,903, in interest and fees, mostly 
fees. Recoveries on loans previous- 
ly charged off brought total in- 
come to $46,124. 

Expenses, including income taxes, 
totaled $26,125, but there was 
charged eff for bad debts $17,846, 
which brought net profit down to 
$2152 for the year. 

The total amount in dollars of 
loans made during the year was 
not reported. Total assets used in 
the business were listed at $30,029.

goods. However, many people had 
considerable stocks left over from 
pre-rationing days and probably 
waited until the end of the month 
to see just what items they need 
most for their March stamps. 

The OPA today fixed retail price 
cellings on frozen fish on a flat 
mark-up-over-cost basis, displacing 
the previous ceiling set at each 
seller’s, March, 1942, level. 

Small independent retailers 
those having less than $250,000 an- 
nual gross sales—will establish 
their ceiling by multiplying the 
cost of fish to them by 1.28; other 
retailers multiply by 1.26. 

OPA specified that ceilings 
would be determined each week by 
multiplying on Thursday the net 
cost of the largest single shipment 
received in the preceding seven 
days. 

Grade Labeling. 

OPA Administrator Prentiss 
Brown said he would decide by 
next Wednesday whether the pres- 
ent requirement for compulsory 
grade labeling of canned fruits 
and vegetables is to remain or be 
discarded. 

Brown told reporters that he 
would make known his decision 
after hearing two other groups in- 
volved in the problem. 

The canning industry has pro- 
tested against the recent regula- 
tion requiring grade labeling, on 
the grounds that it is not in ac- 
cordance with industry practice, 
and has created uncertainty among 
the farmers who normally contract 
to supply the canneries with their 
fruit and vegetables. 

‘Brown heard more than 50 in- 
dustry representatives present 
their side of the case at an exec- 
utime meeting of the House Agri- 
culture Committee. 

“I have reopened the question of 
grade labeling,” Brown said after 
the meeting. 

Industry spokesmen said the new 
regulation had upset the canning 
program to a great extent; that 
canneries had been unable to defi- 
nitely contract with growers for 
crops and that further delay would 
be serious, because the growing 
season was already under way 
some sections. 

Consumer groups have expressed 
approval of the grade labeling re- 
quirement, 

New Curb on Restaurant Quotas. 

OPA last night limited restau- 
rants and other institutional eating 
places to 75 per cent or less of 
the amount of meat, butter, cheese 
and similar products they used in 
December of last year, but did not 
restrict the portions they may 
serve individual customers. How- 
jever, the Agriculture Department 
is considering such a limitation. 

The order limiting restaurants 
and other institutions is effective 
next Monday. 

Restaurants will buy meats and 
other products on the same point 
system as householders, but the 
number of points they may spend 
will be determined by a mathe- 
matical formula. A_ restaurant 
must make two calculations. Un- 
der the first formula, the nimber 
of persons served during December 
of last year is multiplied by .93. 
In the second formula, the point 
value of the actual meats and 
other products used last Decem- 
ber is reduced by 25 per cent. 
The formula that gives the res- 
taurant the smallest total of points 
determines its allotment for one 
month, 

The initial allotment, however, 
will be for 1.1 months to cover 
the last few days of March and 
the month of April, and thereafter 
allotments will be made on a two- 
month basis. 

Because of the complexity of 
these formulas, OPA authorized 
local ration boards to give emer- 
gency point allotments to restau- 
rants to carry them for a few 
days until they can get a regular 
allotment. 

The formulas announced last 
night will be used to ration meat 
and allied products to all institu- 
tional users including restaurants, 
hotels, hospitals, lunch ‘counters, 
prisons and dining cars. Small 
boarding houses are excepted, how- 
ever. They will merely pool the 
individual ration books of their 
customers, 

Home Canning Inquiry. 

Chairman Truman (Dem.), Mis- 
souri, of the Senate War Investi- 
gating Committee ordered an in- 
quiry into reports that OPA plans 
to “make it difficult” to obtain 
sugar for home canning. OPA 
officials told reporters a proposal 
to require blue ration stamps for 
canning sugar has been under dis- 
cussion, but added it is not likely 
to be adopted because the OPA 
administrator is not convinced of 
its necessity. 

Truman's statement asserted the 
committee has been informed the 
OPA, “instead of facilitating home 
canning,” is planning to: “make it 
difficult” to obtain sugar “on the 
theory that the people in the coun- 
try and in the small towns may 
obtain some advantage over those 
in the larger cities.” 

Truman recalled the committee 
reported two weeks ago that pros- 
pects of food scarcity presented 
the necessity for making “sugar 
and other articles necessary for 
preserving food in the home” avail- 
able to housewives to avoid mis- 
takes that “caused us to lose large 
quantities of strawberries, cher- 
ries and other fruits last year.” 

“T have instructed the committee 
counsel to see that a full investi- 
gation of this situation is made 
immediately,” Truman continued. 
“The important job is to get the 
food preserved so that next year 
there will be something to eat for 
all our people.” 


Maryland Bill to Bar Horse Meat. 

ANNAPOLIS, Md. March 2 
(AP).—The Maryland Legislature 
sent to Gov. Herbert R. O’Connor 
today a bill to prohibit the sale of 
horse meat for human consump- 
tion in Maryland, a revision of an 
original measure which would have

war contracts, Kline presented as 
his first witness, W. Lester Baker 
and his wife, Katherine. Kline said | 
they operated as a partnership on 


a commission fee basis and that 
their gross earnings amounted to 
$266,276 in 1942. 

Outlines Evidence. 

Outlining the evidence he said 
he would develop during the hear- 
ings, Kline asserted: 

“Perhaps there would be no need 
for legislation if the numerous 
Washington representatives had 
taken fair warning from’ the 
previous hearings before this com- 
mittee. Unfortunately, the con- 
trary is true.... 

“The appalling thing is—and this 
demonstrates the need for the leg- 
islation—so few of them have seen 
the handwriting on the wall. They 
have done little or nothing of 
their own volition to adjust the 
situation. 

“The war has given them a hey- 
day and they are making the most 
of it. Even when they have gone 
over to some form of fixed com- 
pensation, the resulting income in 
most instances still has been en- 
tirely disproportionate to the ac- 
tual value of their services, par- 
ticularly when it is considered that 
one agent can and does represent 
more than one manufacturer— 
sometimes as many as 30 or 40. 
The aggregate compensation is 
unconscionable.” 

Gross Earnings Figures. 

In calling Baker and his wife to 
testify, Kline read to the commit- 
tee these figures which he said 
represented their gross earnings 
from the period 1932 through 1942: 

1932, $23,000; 1933, $20,000; 1934, 
$29,000; 1935, $36,000; 1936, $29,000; 
1937, $26,000; 1938, $28,000; 1939, 
$28,000; 1940, $82,298; 1941, $186,- 
776; 1942, $266,276.

LIMPSES of Soviet war production and the scientific developments 
on which it is based are provided in the current list of Stalin prize 
winners, The Russian press, which is the only available source of 


information, reveals only the barest details, but, on this basis of the 
citations and subsequent accounts, it would appear that the Red Army 
has received three new types of combat aircraft during the year. Three 
‘thousand one hundred twenty-one first prizes of 150,000 rubles each 


were given for this work. 


New plans come from the de- 
signing board of Nikolai Polikar- 
pov, Wievel Skhoi and Andrei Tu- 
polev. Apparently the new planes 
are not yet in general service, but 
the army newspaper, Red Star, 
says they “will be used.” 


Other Aviation Prizes. 

Three other designers whose 
planes have been striking heavy 
blows against the Luftwaffe were 
similarly awarded first prizes for 
improvements. One is Maj. Gen. 
Sergei Ilyushin whose Stormovik 
is sometimes called the “infantry 
of the air,” or by the Germans 
“black death.” The Communist 
party organ Pravda once said that 
Stalin himself sponsored this 
plane. 

A single-seater fighter generally 
designated the “Yak” has under- 
gone modifications, increasing its 
speed and maneuverability, ac- 
cording to Red Star. For this, its 
designer, Maj. Gen. Alexander 
Yakoviev also. was a first prize 
winner. The refinements of this 
plane are said to be especially im- 
portant because they can be intro- 
duced without changing or inter- 
fering with the production 
schedule. 

Another prize-winner is Senen 
Lavochkin whos “La-5” is de- 
scribed as a high-speed, fast-climb- 
ing aircraft distinguished by its 
. simplicity and ease of operation. 
Simplicity is one of most major 
points of these refinements not 
only in the field of aircraft but 
other arms. 


Two New Motors. 


Two new aircraft motors have 
been developed. One was designed 
by Arkady Shvetsov, who has pre- 
viously contributed single and dou- 
ble radial motors. Whether the 
new product follows the same lines 
is not told. It is described only as 
an engine of “great power.” The 
other new motor was designed by 
Alexei Charomsky about which 
there is no supplementary informa- 
tion at all. 

Alexander Mikulin, whose mo- 
tors power the Stormovik, and 
Viadimir Klimov, who designed a 
power plant for the Red Army’s 
dive bomber were awarded prizes 
of 100,000 rubles each for im- 
provements. 

Two first prizes are shared by 
13 men for the development of 
“new types of artillery.” Among 
them is Lieut. Gen. Vasily Grabin 
who has previously been mentioned 
for the part he played in modern- 
izing the Red Army’s field ar- 
tillery. 

Another group, cited simply for 
developing “new armaments,” in- 
cludes designers, among’ them, 
Zhozef Kotin, chief designer of the 
huge Kirov factory in Leningrad, 
which Soviet news reels showed in 
production continuously during 
long months of siege.

“ROMMEL SHOWS POWER, DECEPTION

OUR days of fighting along the 

Mareth line and east of Gafsa 

have been sufficient to show 
that Field Marshal Erwin Rom- 
me] is still in fighting trim and 
has lost none of his talent as mili- 
tary trickster. 


All the gains made at the ex- 
pense of the Afrika Korps in the 
south have demanded the fiercest 
kind of all-out fighting, resembling 
in intensity the classical assaults 
of last winter. Even at his most 
critical moments, Rommel has re- 
quired the most careful kind of 
watching. Likewise, in the Gafsa 
area, he has shown plenty of 
punch and deception and has 
never done the obvious. Through- 
out the fighting he has exhibited 
his old knack for making two 
tanks or guns do the work of four 
by whipping them from one posi- 
tion to another in rapid succession. 

An example of ‘his eccentricity 
was given yesterday, with the 
American troops in fresh occupa- 
tion of Maknassy, uncomfortably 
mear the sea in the rear of his 
main fighting machine, he dis- 
dained any attempt to counterat- 
tack at that place and instead sud- 
denly struck where he felt-we 
would least expect it—east of El 
Guetar. Again, on the Mareth line, 


he chose to stage his fiercest show 
near El Hamma at the: western 
end of the German positions, rath- 
er than on the main front near the 
sea, 

Rommel’s intentions still cannot 
be discussed with any conviction, 
but it does seem evident that he 
will have to be fought hard in a 
series of stages before he can be 
kicked out of North Africa. 

If we make the Mareth line 
completely untenable, he will prob- 
ably retire to the Gabes bottleneck 
where we will once again be forced 
to take him by frontal assault. At 
this point. he will be forced either 
te attack the Americans at Mak- 
nassy to protect his rear, or to try 
to cut us off in the rear and force 
a strategic retirement by putting a 
real push well north of Maknassy 
through Hadjeb el Aioun or Faid 
Pass toward Sbeitla. 

Finally, if and when we make his 
stand around Gabes impossible, we 
will drive him into his final 
stronghold, where he will make his 
stand behind a series of natural 
mountain ramparts and defy us to 
try and get through them. 

In the meantime, we undoubtedly 
will have to deal with a fair-sized 
offensive by Rommel himself, 
aimed at capturing Medjez-el-Bab 
or Beja in the north. In any case, 
there is bound to be a great deal 
of fighting before anybody can say 
that Rommel has been smashed,

MR. CHURCHILL SPEAKS 


T has been the fashion to say 
| thet while Churchill is a great 

leader in war, he ig not inter- 
ested in and has not much apti- 
tude for the constructive tasks of 
the postwar days. After his Sun- 
day broadcast, no one will say that 
again. Indeed they will ask them- 
selves how Churchill could rise 
from a serious illness and make 
the most comprehensive, the clear- 
est and the most salient address 
yet delivered anywhere on post- 
war problems. 

We must find the answer in the 
fact that there is no way of sep- 
arating the conduct of the war 
from the settlement and the re- 
construction. The qualities and 
the experience which have made 
Churchill so great a leader in war 
have brought him to the truest 
understanding of what is necessary 
and what is possible in the making 
of peace. 

Because he has been first in war, 
he is also first in peace. No one 
will doubt that he is first in the 
hearts of his countrymen, or that 
he will hold always a very special 
place in the hearts of all free men 
everywhere.

Permanent Interest. 
44 HE portion of the speech 

which dealt with international 
affairs must have our immediate 
attention, especially as it is so ob- 
viously designed to coincide with 
Eden’s visit tc this country. Here 
Churchill expressed the hope that 
the British Commonwealth, Soviet 
Russia and the United States 
“should immediately begin to con- 
fer upon the future world organi- 
zation,” postponing the discussion 
of the details of the precise ma- 
chinery and argument about fron- 
tiers in order to concentrate their 
whole attention at the outset upon 
their “high permanent interests.” 

How, we must then ask our- 
selves, do we recognize and define 
these high permanent interests? 
We recognize them in the fact that 
the three great powers separately 
were unable to avert the war, that 
separately none of them could win 
the war, that if they separate 
again when the war is over, there 
is no slightest hope that they can 
make an enduring peace. There- 
fore, it is the high permanent in- 
terest of each and all of them that 
all of them should become the or- 
ganizers of the postwar world,

How to Proceed. 

HURCHILL’S approach agrees 

exactly with that of the reso- 
lution of the four Senators, 
which now has behind it a rising 
tide of American opinion. It is, 
let us note clearly, a very different 
approach from that of Woodrow 
Wilson. For Wilson’s approach 
consisted in laying down the blue- 
print of a settlement and then 
trying to persuade all the’ nations 
to accept it and to underwrite it. 
The British view today, and the 
American view as represented by 
the Senators’ resolution, is that 
an organization must be brought 
into being before blueprints and 
plans of action can be usefully 
adopted, that agreement to work 
together for peace is 
more important than agreement 
on any particular detail of the 
peace, 

For the details of the peace, how 
to draw this frontier or that, how 
to operate in the many varied 
regions of this vast earth, are 
questions which cannot be an- 
swered wisely and finally long in 
advance. But what we can do now 
is to commit ourselves to the pa- 
tient and friendly solution of these 
questions in consultation with our 
allies. We cannot legislate now 
for the whole future of the globe. 
We cannot even frame now the 
exact constitution which will be 
needed to guard the peace of the 
world. But we can take the de 
cisive step of becoming the or- 
ganizing members of the constitu- 
ent body which has the will and 
the power to make a constitution.

Dangerous Confusion. 

N this enterprise, the greatest 

which Americans have partici- 
pated in since the founding of the 
republic, our statesmanship will 
be put to the test. We shall see 
whether we who have inherited 
noble institutions are capable also 
of building them.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

AKE no mistake about it, this is 
M going to be the war.which will end 
all wars. That trite echo of the past is 
so easy to mouth again now. And we are 
sincere when we say it. You hope so, 
and so do I, but—. For our own sake, 
and for all future generations, let us 
face squarely our chances of bringing 
about an enduring peace. 

Are our great minds of today any 
more capable of arriving at a formula 
for permanent peace than were those 
great minds of yesteryear, who arranged 
the Versailles Peace Conference, and 
organized the League of Nations? True, 
today’s statesmen are the beneficiaries 
of a decade or so of what should be 
some very impressive history. The pre- 
cedent is incontrovertible, but the future 

ence of a world peace is yet to 
be demonstrated. 

It is our birthright to make a reason- 
able number of mistakes, but that is a 
human prerogative which, collectively as 
a nation, it behooves us to exercise as 
infrequently as possible, in our future 
planning. 

Through various attainments and some 
good fortune, men rise to prominence, 
and we soon assume that every word 
they utter has a deep significance de- 
rived from greater wisdom. I am justi- 
fied in wondering how many of us who 
have never attained the spotlight for one 
reason or another, and have never had 
our ego inflated much, could perhaps 
present to posterity a better record of 
opinions, judgment and conclusion than 
many we read and listen to. 

I would not know just how to measure 
the difference between the possible per- 
formance of an average mentality and 
one of the so-called great, but it must 
be microscopic. A review of history is 
to parade the errors of omission and 
commission of the leaders, as well as 
their triumphs, 

It is a damning commentary on the 
progress of our civilization to note that 
we have made such astounding advances 
in the realms of science, but yet our 
genius, in the same time, has accom- 
plished just about nothing toward the 
prevention of world-wide, man-made 
struggles. And the worst of it all is the 
fact that most of the fruits of our inven- 
tive peacetime genius are convertible 
over-night into instruments of mass de- 
struction, and the full limit of our effort 
is dedicated to the maintenance of 
dominant power, by force and might.

Carrying Home the Rations., 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HEN we heard that canned goods 

were to be rationed, we blithely 
said, “That wpn’t be tough on us; not 
like gas rationing and coffee rationing; 
we never used much canned food any- 
way—just a little fruit juice and a bit of 
dried fruit.” 

When I got the income tax out of the 
way, I tripped gaily to the store with 
two ration books to get the monthly 
ration of canned goods. Of course, I 
expected to make several trips. I couldn’t 
carry it all in one trip, or could I? I 
could. Three cans of juice and one 
pound of prunes, and I had shot the 
works—all the coupons in two books. 

This is not an unpatriotic complaint. 
Indeed, I wish to make the super-patri- 
otic suggestion that instead of wasting 
money on printing and clerical work, 
our Government should have announced 
flatly that the civilian population would 
be allowed no canned or dried goods for 
the duration. 

Our family, scanty users of canned 
and dried goods, will get about 10 per 
cent of our normal requirements; fam- 
ilies which were large users will get 
from 2 to 5 per cent. Half a loaf may 
be better than no bread, but one-fiftieth 
to one-tenth of a can is not better than 
no can. CAN THE RATIONS. 


A DANGEROUS RESOLUTION. | 

An anti-fourth-term resolution was adopted yes- 
terday by the Missouri House of Representatives by 
a strictly partisan vote, 82 to 47, except that two 
Republicans refused to follow party policy in this 
regard and aligned themselves with the Democrats. 

The resolution, which calls on Congress to submit 
an amendment to prohibit any President from serv- 
ing more than two terms, is similar to resolutions 
which have already been adopted by the Legislatures 
of Illinois, Indiana, Iowa and Michigan. Such a 
resolution has also been introduced in _ Wisconsin. 
All these Legislatures have Republican majorities. 

Here is a political movement in the Middle West 
and one which is calculated to have an effect on 
next year’s presidential election. We say it is 
calculated to have an effect because it is highly 
unlikely that sufficient Legislatures will adopt it 
or that Congress could be persuaded actually to 
propose the amendment. 

It was argued in the Missouri House yesterday, in 
defense of the resolution, that it is a move author- 
ized by the Federal Constitution and that it is an 
expression of the right of the people to propose 
action on a constitutional amendment. That is an 
argument which would be completely sound and 
completely admirable in normal] times. In these 
times, it is only a smoke screen to conceal partisan 
political motives. 

Democrats in the House analyzed the resolution 
as part of a “stop Roosevelt” movement and as an 
unwarranted attack on the commander- in-chief of 
the armed forces in time of war. 

We wonder if the sponsors of the resolution, in 
Missouri and elsewhere, are fully alive to the dan- 
gerous possibilities that may follow in its wake. 
The war is at a most critical stage, both from a mili- 
tary and a diplomatic point of view. Whether t 
82 Missouri Republicans like it or not, President 
Roosevelt is our leader and is the only man who 
can possibly be our leader in the critical months 
ahead, 

If a political movement of any size develops, tend- 
ing to weaken his prestige at this stage of the game, 
it might have the most serious repercussions on 
the conduct of the war. Suppose, for example, the 
impression were created that Churchill’s position as 
Premier of Great Britain were in serious danger, or 
that Chiang Kai-shek lacked the confidence of the 
Chinese, or that Stalin might soon be superseded. 

Such an impression might work havoc among the 
armies of Britain, Russia and China. It would be 
seized upon with the greatest avidity by the Axis 
propagandists to sow the seeds of distrust and fear 
among the United Nations. It would hamper the 
dealings of United Nations leaders with each other, 
as who would care to deal with a leader who had 
lost or was about to lose the confidence of his own 
people? 

We use the word “impression” because it is yet 
to be shown that the partisan action of Republicans 
in a group of state Legislatures represents anything 
but their own political ambitions. Their action is 
dangerous, however, in the fact that in wartime it is 
not hard to create false impressions, and all is 
grist for the Axis propagandists’ mill. 

It is a long time before the next election, and 
many things can happen before it takes place. Is 
it not the prudent thing, the decent thing, the pa- 
triotic thing, to adjourn presidential politics as long 
as possible while, at this very moment, the lives of 
American boys hang in the balance in Tunisia and 
a thousand other places over the globe? 

We trust the Missouri Senate will kill this resolu- 
tion and thus refuse to lend itself to a movement 
which could have very unfortunate results.

WILLIAM GREEN STUBS HIS TOE. 

Senator Ball of Minnesota, by a neat, factual 
exposition, caused President Green of the AFL to 
stub his toe painfully yesterday before the Truman 
committee. Green was denouncing the CIO for 
raiding AFL unions, mentioning specifically the CIO 
effort to “take over” the Kaiser shipyards in+ the 
Northwest. 

While Green was making the welkin ring, the 
Senator pointed out that the Kaiser yards were or- 
ganized, when they employed only 66 men. Under 
the impact of war, many thousands of men are em- 
ployed there. Ball says the number is 20,000; the 
CIO puts the figure at 100,000. 

Green claims what amounts to squatter’s rights, 
but Senator Ball thinks it unfair to tie up all the 
thousands of new workers to a labor contract which 
was negotiated by less than 100 men. Senator Ball 
was speaking, not as a violent partisan of the CIO 
or even of labor unions generally, but only in terms 
of common sense and simple justice. 
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OUR CHANGING DINNER TABLES. 

Meat rationing, which starts next Monday, is going 
to drive the facts of wartime necessity home to this 
country more emphatically than any of the previous 
conservation programs. The rationing of sugar, 
coffee, gasoline, shoes and canned goods all have 
meant changes in our routine, but Americans are 
the world’s greatest meat-eaters, and it will take 
some time to accommodate ourselves to the changing 
dinner table. After all, there is no real substitute 
for a thick, juicy steak or a slice of rare roast beef. 

This meat-eating tradition of ours goes back to 
pioneer times. Game was plentiful in the early 
days. When settlement began, virtually every farmer 


grew his own meat supply, and smoked or salted’ 


it down for the winter. “Hog and hominy,” plus 


cornbread, was a staple diet that still prevails for 
millions. America pioneered in refrigeration proc- 
esses, which made fresh meats readily available at 
all seasons. Meat three times.a day, beginning with 
beefsteak alongside the fried eggs and potatoes, was 
a common menu. Probably we ate: too much meat, 
for vegetables, salads and “protective” foods long 
were viewed with suspicion. 

The point values announced yesterday show how 
our eating habits are going to be changed. In fact, 
they have already been changed by scarcity. Still, 
who’s complaining? Our ration allowances are twice 
as generous as those in any other country. Along- 
side Europe, we’re wallowing in plenty. Many sub- 
stitutes of equivalent dietary value ‘are available, 


and the possibilities of new foods are constantly 


being explored, But the memory of vanished pot 
roasts will remain, and will furnish one more incen- 
tive for winning the war.

UNION ELECTRIC’S NEW TRUST. 

The ultimate test is very simple for the reorganiza- 
tion plan of the Laclede Gas Light Co. and the sale 
of its affiliated company, Laclede Power & Light 
Co., to Union Electric of Missouri, approved yester- 
day by the State Public Service Commission, 

Will the plan result in a decrease of electric rates 
for the 200,000 consumers of Union Electric? 

Or will it result in an increase for the 40,000 
consumers who have obtained their electricity from 
Laclede Power & Light? 

Failure of the new plan to result in the former 
would mean misuse by the new monopoly-to-be of 
its privileged position., It would also mean failure 
on the part of the officials of St. Louis and of 
the State Public Service Commission to be vigilant 
and effective guardians of the public interest. 

The electric rates of the Laclede Power & Light 
have regularly been lower than those of Union 
Electric. This situation has provided not only 
service: competition for Union Electric, but a check 
on its inclination to increase rates. So long as 
Laclede was in the community, providing electricity 
at a fair rate, Union Electric could not hope to 
raise its rates unduly. 

Thus, the smaller business organization produced a 
healthy regulation of the rate structure of the larger 
and in the interests of the power-consuming public. 

This regulation or check will disappear, in so far 
as competition is concerned, when the new plan 
becomes effective. It then will be up to Union 
Electric to conduct itself in such a way as to 
demonstrate its ability to measure up to the trust 
now being accorded to it, 

How can it measure up? One way will be to wring 
the water out of the Keokuk Dam. The total book 
value of this property is some $44,000,000. Of this 
approximately $20,000,000 is excess value as de- 
termined by the Federal Trade Commission. 

Another way will be to trim the Lake of the 
Ozarks property, includifig the Bagnell Dam on the 
Osage River and accessories such as transmission 
lines, down to a fair basis of valuation. This prop- 
erty went into the Union Electric plant account at a 
value in the neighborhood of $40,000,000. How 
much is excess is undetermined, but the Federal 
Power Commission is now conducting the investiga- 
tion which will show the proportions of fair and 
excess values. 

In an era of centralization and monopolistic con- 
trols, it is inevitable perhaps that competing utilities 
should be brought together, as this plan contem- 
plates. But it does not follow that the consumers 
must be less well off than before, 

The test of the new plan will be its working, and 
that will depend on the extent of Union Electric's 
desire to serve the public—and on the vigilance of 
city and State officials. 
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DENMARK VOTES FOR DEMOCRACY. 

Although their country is at present conquered 
and dominated by the Nazis, the people of Denmark 
went to the polls Tuesday and gave a magnificent 
demonstration of their belief in national unity and 
the principles of free national democracy. And when 
the returns reached Berchtesgaden, the Fuehrer 
must have sent out for a half-dozen new rugs to 
chew on. 

The reason the Danes were permitted to vote at 
all seems to be their Nazi masters feared the coun- 
try would face a constitutional crisis in which Prime 
Minister Scavenius, a Nazi collaborator, would _be 
forced to resign. So, rather than lose Scavenius’ co- 
operation, the Nazis permitted a vote after the five 
biggest political parties agreed that the Scavenius 
Government would not be at stake. 

But that did not mean that the Danes, like all 
peoples nurtured in freedom, did not grasp the op- 
portunity to release their pent-up convictions in the 
privacy of the voting booth. More than 90 per cent 
of the eligible voters cast ballots, 362,000 more votes 
than were cast in 1939 before the Germans overran 
the country. The outcome showed that the Danish 
Nazi party, whose vote totaled 31,000 in 1939, gained 
only 12,000 votes. 

By contrast, the Social Democratic party polled 
894,000 votes as against 729,000 in 1939; the Con- 
servatives, whose leader has fled to England, re- 
ceived 421,000 as against 301,000 in 1939; while other 
gains were made by the Liberal and Radical parties, 
All the big parties united on a platform of national 
unity and the principles of free national democracy. 
That was the issue on which the Danes expressed 
themselves. 

And this demonstration of love for Schiarasy was 
made under the very sword of Nazism.

But the Nazis 
have done to death without the semblance 
of justice countless innocent people of non- 
Aryan race, 


Millions Are Doomed. 


“Innocent blood cries to heaven for ven- 
geance; the Lord will repay in His own 
good time, We know, mark this, we know 
on the unimpeachable testimony of eye 
witnesses—aye! on the evidence of authentic 
copies of Nazi documents, which ordered 
or recorded the brutalities that have doomed 
the millions of heroic Polish Christians and 
Catholics to extermination—we know, I say, 
what the Nazi New Order means for Po- 
land. 


“IT have before me at this moment docu- 
ments which prove beyond question the 
utter bestiality of German methods'in the 
conquered but unvanquished land of Po- 
land. Everything religious, whether Jewish, 
Catholic or Orthodox, is the target of the 
pagan hatred of the Nazi agents in Poland.”

Republicans Say Money Is 
Needed for Headquarters, 
Printing Expenses. 


A fund of $15,000 has been raised 
thus far by the Republican Fi- 
nance Committee headed by Ros- 
coe C. Hobbs, with solicitation 
virtually completed, it was learned 
today by the Post-Dispatch. The 
goal of the concerted finance drive 
has been set at $50,000, but a com- 
mittee member said it is doubtful 
that the collections will top $20,000.

mittee and George M, Murphy of 
the Democratic City Committee 
talked the matter over about three 
weeks ago and again Wednesday, 
with both men agreeing it would 
be in the public interest for the 
two groups to draft such a slate. 

At the last moment, however, 
the proposal collapsed due to the 
unwillingness of some members 
of the Republican City Committee 
to agree’ to the plan. Murphy, 
meantime, had never taken it up 
formally with hig committee.

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STATE HIGH COURT 
UPHOLDS FORM Ot 


Overrules Candidate’s 

- Contention That Brown 

Acted Arbitrarily or 
Abused Discretion.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 25.— 
The Missouri Supreme Court en 
banc, in a hurry-up decision, last 
night denied a writ of mandamus 
sought to compe! Secretary of State 
Dwight H. Brown to alter his ar- 
rangement of the names of candi- 
dates for 15 delegates-at-large to 
a State Constitutional Convention 
on the ballot of the April 6 special 
election to select the delegates. 

The Court held that Brown, in 
placing at the top of the list a 
slate of 15 candidates indorsed by 
the Democratic and Republican 
State Committees and alternating 
thereafter the names of 19 other 
candidates according to their po- 
litical affiliations, in the order of 
filing, had not acted arbitrarily or 
abused his discretion under the 
law. 

In the absence of any specific 
provision of the law as to a meéth- 
od of rotating the names, the 
Court held the matter “is left to 
the discretion of the supervising 
official,” in this instance the Sec- 
retary of State. 

Catron Denied Writ. 

The Court denied a writ sought 
by Frank F. Catron (Dem.) of Lex- 
ington, who was twenty-eighth on 
the list of 34 candidates for dele- 
gate-at-large, already certified by 
Brown to election officials. 

Catron charged the arrangement 
was discriminatory and an abuse 
of power and tended to favor one 
group of candidates over another. 

Catron asserted some plan should 
be adopted which would not favor 
one candidate or group of candi- 
dates over another, but did not 


|} specify a particular method, 


The opinion, written by Chief 
Justice George Robb Ellison, was 
handed down in record time, due 
to requirements under the-law that 
legal publication of notice of the 
election and the candidate list must 
be made in each county of the 
State today. 

Catron’s suit was filed Monday, 
Brown’s return was filed by Attor- 
ney General McKittrick Tuesday 
and the Court’s opinion was filed 
with the clerk of the Supreme 
Court about 9 o’clock last night. 
All the other Judges concurred in 
the opinion except Judge Ernest 
S. Gantt, who was recorded as 
absent, 

Question Involved. 

Chief Justice Ellison said the 
sole question involved in this case 
was whether the Secretary of State 
had acted arbitrarily and in abuse 
of his discretion in his arrange- 
ment of the names of the candi- 
dates. 

He pointed out that neither the 
constitutional nor statutory provi- 
sions governing the selection of 
delegates-at-large to a _ constitu- 
tional convention prescribed the 
order in which the names of can- 
didates should'be certified to local 
election officials for a place on the 
ballot. 

Judge Ellison recalled that the 
same method was followed in the 
election preceding the Constitu- 
tional Convention of 1922. The bal- 
lot for delegates-at-large to that 
convention carried at the top the 
names of 15 candidates indorsed 
by the State Committees of the two 
major parties. 

“In this case,” Judge Ellison 
said, “the two party State Commit- 
tees, representing 1,800,000 votes, 
99.9 per cent of the total electorate 
at the last general election for 
Governor, have joined in indorsing 
the 15 delegates-at-large at the top 
of the certified list, as was done 
without hint of criticism 20 years 
ago before the last Constitutional 
Convention. It can hardly be said 
that practice, as a long-range rule, 
would lead to political corruption. 

“If no provision is made by 
statute,” added, “the matter is left 
to the discretion of the supervising 
official. 

“The facts do not show an arbi- 
trary or abusive exercise of discre- 
tion by the Secretary of State,” the 
Chief Justice said. “We put our 
decision on that ground.”

WASHINGTON, March 25 (AP). 
—The Smaller War Plants Corpo- 
ration was divorced almost com- 
pletely from the War Production 
Board yesterday and set up as a 
virtually autonomous agency to 
get war work into the hands of 
little business men. 

The action followed congres- 
sional complaints that WPB was 
too busy and too extensively 
staffed by officials from big cor- 
porations to give the necessary 
consideration to the problems of 
small shops. 

The employes, records and equip- 
ment of the smaller war plants di- 
vision of B were transferred to 
the corporation by Chairman Don- 


ald M, Nelson. Nelson delegated 


powers to the corporation's chair- 


man, Col. Robert W. Johnson, who 
also is a WPB vice-chairman. Nel- 
son, however, retains general su- 
pervisory authority.

Upon this premise, the survey 
said: 

“The real question is whether 
the chances for winning the full- 
employment high-prosperity objec- 
tive will be better if this concen- 
tration continues or even increases, 
or if the ground is prepared s0 
that the South and West may con- 
tribute much more liberally to the 
production gains than they have 
been able to contribute to what 
has already been achieved.” 

Submitted over the signature of 
TVA Chairman David E. Lilien- 
thal, the survey declared that more 
abundant contribution by the South 
and West definitely does not re- 
quire a geographical redistribution 
of existing factories. 

“But it does required clearing 
away the freight-rate handicap 
that hampers and delays the de- 
velopment of these regions.” 

Facilities Available. 

Large parts of the South and 
West have the material, energy 
and labor resources to support 
much more industry than they now 
have, the report said—some of it 
small, désigned to provide for un- 
served needs in the general neigh- 
borhood and at the same time to 
provide purchasing power to make 
the demand effective; some of it 
larger, to serve both local and na~ 
tional needs. 

“For the sake of every region, 
the South and West should have 
more industry. But the present 
regionalization of freight rates is 
a considerable impediment to its 
achievement.” 

The existing rates tend to make 
official (Eastérn) territory “the 
focal point to which and from 
which most traffic flows,” the sur- 
vey asserted, adding: 

“There is no sound reason why 
freight rates should give special 
protection to Pittsburgh or At- 
lanta or any other part of the 
country. 

“The wealth and power of the 
United States are founded on the 
richness and diversity of its con- 
tinental free-trade area. Any in- 
terfererice with free trade, whether 
by freight-rate differentials or the 
somewhat more familiar kinds of 
‘interstate trade barriers’, is not 
in the public interest.” 

Discrepancy Cited. 

As an example of what it called 
the unequal freight rate structure 
in different sections of the coun- 
try the report said: 

“To move a domestic electric 
water heater —a comparatievly 
high-grade manufacture — from 
Chattanooga, in Southern territory, 
to Peoria, Ill., in official territory, 
costs the user of the service, on 
the average 82.5 cents more than 
to move an identical heater from 
Pittsburgh, in official territory, to 
Peoria, although the distances are 
virtually the same.”

Witness Says Fraud Case 
Defendant Put Money 


Into Firm to Keep It 
Going. 


Raymond J. Wuest, who was 
secretary of the St. Louis Oll Prod- 
ucts & Refinery Co., continued his 
testimony today in the fraud and 
conspiracy trial of Carey Judson 
Harper and Elmer L. Bennight, 
promoters of the company, in 
United States District Court. He 
testified that Harper, at one time 
in the three weeks’ operatiun of 
the refinery, refinanced his auto- 
mobile to get $425 to put into the 
company’s funds and keep it in 
operation. 

The company ran its plant only 
Fy Dec. 28, 1940, to Jan. 18, 1941, 


and in that time, Wuest has testi- 
fied previously, only 600 barrela of 
crude oil were processed. Wuest 
said he estimated for Harper that 
the refinery could earn $150 a 
day if it processed 1400 to 1800 
barrels daily. 


He said approximately $12,000 
was spent to get the plant into 
production. While it closed after 
three weeks, operation was re- 
sumed later for a few days when 
Harper brought an interested in- 
vestor to inspect the property, he 
related, and as soon as the visit 
was over the plant resumed its 
normal inactivity. 


Wuest testified he was hired by 
Harper at a salary of $300 a month 
and promised a 5 per cent stock 
interest. He said Harper gave 
him a set of books which con- 
tained no entries, and he was 
never required to make any en- 
tries. Harper, he continued, main- 
tained full control of the com- 
pany’s bank account and signed 
all the checks, 


Harper and Bennight are ac- 
cused of swindling investors of 
$80,000, of violating the Securities 
and Exchange Act, violation of 
mail fraud statutes and conspiracy. 
A third defendant, Robert Rucker, 
pleaded no contest last Friday and 
is awaiting sentence. 


Wuest related that in January, 
1941, Harper decided to reorganize 
the, company as Hercules Oil & 
Refining Co., and he accompanied 
Harper to Nashville, Tenn., to con- 
fer with Edward Burr Craig Jr., 
who was induced to invest about

|| FINED $100 FOR REPRESENTING 


SELF AS CITIZEN FOR WAR JOB 


Ludwig Schaus, owner of a five- 
acre farm on Tesson Ferry road 
in the southern part of St. Louls 
County, was fined $100 by United 
States District Judge George H. 
Moore today, on his plea of guilty 
to an indictment charging him 
with falsely representing himself 


as a citizen in obtaining a job at 
the Weldon Spring TNT plant.

BLACKOUT AT TNT PLANT 
TERMED 100 PCT. EFFECTIVE 


pale yellow lenses were used by 
workers at the Weldon Spring 
Ordnance Works, TNT plant oper- 
ated by the Atlas Powder Co. at 
Weldon Spring, during a blackout 
there last night. It was the first 
full-scale blackout of any war 
plant in the St. Louis area and

If a Man Has Weakness. 


ALLON seems to be a good 
F prospect for the teachers, be- 

cause his trouble is not a 
weakness against any particular 
pitch, or a pitch to any particu- 
lar spot in the strike zone. 

If a man can’t hit’ a low curve 
outside, he rarely overcomes that 
weakness. We have seen players | 
combat even such _ difficulties, | 
however. A prominent Cardinal 
of recent years was for many 
years a pushover for a medium 
high pitch inside. He loved. to 
hit that ball, but he couldn’t do 
anything with it. He said that it 
looked big as a balloon when it 
approached the plate. But each 
time he swung at it, he’d pop up.

Hip-Reducing Exercises

FROM A KNEES TO CHEST POSITION, FLING YOUR LEGS AND ARMS 
UP IN THE AIR WITH A GOOD STRETCHING AND INHALE DEEPLY. 
EXHALE AS YOU RETURN TO STARTING POSITION. REPEAT TEN TIMES, 


T TAKES spring and the 
thoughts of a new suit to make 
us realize that somehow during 
the winter our hips collected a few 
extra inches. Those inches are 


‘stubborn, and it takes persistent 


exercise (and some dieting) to 
banish them. But no tailored suit 
or dress looks smart if the hip- 
line bulges. 

If you will practice these reduc- 
ers 20 minutes a day for two weeks 
I'll guarantee your hip measure- 
ment will reduce two inches. But 
no cheating—everyday! 


1. Lie flat on the floor, arms at’ 


ease. Pull your abdomen in, let 
it relax. In and out for 20 times. 
Then pull it in and up, pause, let 
it relax. Practice until the 
abdominal muscles will do your 
will, It will take at least five days 
for you to do this exercise rapidly 
and it is essential to hip reduc- 
ing. 

2. Still on your back pull your 
knees up to your chest. Clasp 
your arms around them. Now 
force yourself to rock backward 
and forward on the fleshy part of 
your buttocks. Repeat 15 times. 

3. Still on the floor, knees back 
to chest, arms at shoulder level. 
Keeping your shoulders on the 
floor push your knees over right 
and try to touch the floor with 


them; return to starting position, 
then push knees over to left, re- 
turn to starting position. Do not 
strain yourself but each day get 
nearer to the floor on right and 
left. Repeat 10 times. Do it slow- 
ly until you are limber then work 
rapidly up to 30 times. 


4. Lie on your right side and 
grasp a heavy piece of furniture 
with your right arm. You may 
use your left hand for support. 
Raise both legs off the floor and 
criss-cross them rapidly until you 


' must pause for breath. Turn over 


and repeat exercise. This is splen- 
did for reducing the thighs which 
most likely need reducing! 

5. This ig difficult at first but 
it does wonders in firming the ab- 
domen and reducing the thighs 
and hips. Stand in good posture, 
with abdomen in and up, chest 
high. Squat as low as you can, 
then rise upward (still in good 
posture) and kick right leg out 
to the right as far as possible, 
then the left out to the left. Squat 
again. Repeat this 10 or 12 times 
each time you exercise. It does 
the trick. 


Now remember, the more you 
put into these exercises the quick- 
er you will have that figure of 
smooth lines.

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Child Enjoys 
Having Story 
Read Aloud

BOUT the pleasantest way to 
A keep a child happy, once his 

active play is over for the time 
being, is to read him a story. Now 
reading a story is not so simple as 
you might think. You have to 
know how. A book is not taking 
the place of a humen being to the 
child and what he wants is the 
flavor of humanity, the voice, the 
feeling, the drama of the person 
who is, to him, the story. 

The first thing the story reader 
must do is to read the story 
through, thoroughly, without a 
skip. This is necessary if the 
flavor and meaning of the story 
is to be set in the mind of the 
story reader, and it should be. He 
will skip some of the solid print— 
a child will not bear patiently a 
long description, or a lengthy con- 
necting page or so. The reader, 
having read the whole story, will 
condense the connecting para- 
graphs and still keep the flavor 
and movement of the story. 

Keep the story moving. The child 
will hold to the tale as long as 
things are happening and let go 


the instant things cease to move. 


That is why the reader must learn 
to condense hig story. 
eS 2° 

MAKE THE VOICE expressive 
but do not overdo it, Children are 
not fond of artificial voices. They 
like reality, and honestly, sincerity 
is perhaps the best word to express 
what I mean here. The reader, lik- 
ing the story, having studied it 
and valued it, can read it with 
sincerity while expressing its val- 
ues in flexible well shaded tones of 
meaning. 

Lead gradually to the dramatic 
point in the story. Again, that is 
the reason the story must be read 
before attempting to read it to the 
children. Lead to the dramatic 
point, then give it full value. 

It is not required that the reader 
stick to the literal text. A change 
of word according to the under- 
standing of the audience often 
helps tremendously. And introduc- 
ing the child’s name, and the 
names of his pets, and his friends, 
in place of those used in the story, 
often gives great pleasure, 
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THERE ARE MANY, many fine 
stories to read to little children to- 
day. The publishers have made 
children’s books most attractive 
in quality and in price. The illus- 
trations are worth the price of 
some of the books, and it is pos- 
sible to buy fine ones that will be 
easy for the reader to master, and 
delightful for the children to listen 
to, under a dollar. I will be glad 
to direct people to such books and 
publishers any time. 

But do believe me when I say 
that one must know how to read 
a story to a child. A little time 
given to study, both of the story 
and of the listening children, will 
soon reward the reading mother or 
teacher. We are going to need to 
entertain and amuse and teach lit- 
tle children during the next year, 
more than we have ever done be- 
fore. Reading aloud to them is 
going to be one of the very best 
ways of accomplisihng our enda. 
Please think about it, study the 
stories and practice up a little. 
This may be your bit of war serv- 
ice, and if it is, don’t belittle its 
values, for they are greater than 
you know,

Stitch in Side 
Often Causes 
‘Undue Alarm

VERY boy and young man who 
E is training for track, every sol- 

dier and Waac who is ordered 
to the double quick march, every 
man or woman who is able to run 
for a street car, knows the sensa- 
tion of the stitch in the side. Some- 
times it is severe enough to double 


you up completely. It certainly 
automatically stops the exercise. 


What causes it? It sometimes 
creates apprehension in the mind 
of the exerciser that there is a 
cancer or heart failure or some 
other dread condition. That uni- 
versal bugaboo of the lay mind, 
appendicitis, is not invoked in most 
instances because the “stitch” in 
80 per cent of cases is on the left 
side, 

It is interesting to me to find 
that a distinguished physician of 
Chicago, Dr. Richard B. Capps, 
has made an experimental investi- 
gation of this subject. Distinguished 
physicians usually want to investi- 
gate some such thing as mesothe- 
lioma of the pleura, which affects 
one in four hundred million per- 
sons, or something which is geo- 
graphically confined to the Malay 
Peninsula. It is refreshing to find 
one inquiring into something that 
everyone has everywhere.

DR. CAPPS made. experiments 
on 53 persons who had this side 
pain. The usual explanation, as he 
notes, is that during the exercise 
the spleen descends and pulls on 
its attachments. But this does not 
clear up the cases in which the 
pain is on the right side, because 
the spleen happens to be located 
on the left. 

For this and other reasons he 
rejects all other interpretations of 
its causation. He lays it to the 
increased work which the dia- 
phragm does during exercise. 

The diaphragm is the muscle 
which activates breathing. When 
any demand is made on any activ- 
ity of the body, the diaphragm 
takes the burden of the work. Why 
should it not then cry out in pain 
when the effort is too great? Like 
any muscle, it needs blood for its 
work, sometimes less in quiet mo- 
ments, sometimes more in seconds 
of stress. Dr. Capps thinks from 
his expevsiments that the “stitch in 
the side” is caused by anoxemia of 
the diaphragm. You may look up 
the meaning of anoxemia yourself 
in the dictionary. 

The only danger I see in this 
discussion is that some middle-aged 
friend of mine, while running for 
a street car, will disregard the 
“stitch” is his side and will not 
remember that angina is also 
brought on by exercise, But the 
candidates for the track team, 
being less than middle-aged, need 
not worry about this.

of Haven for Aged 


An Old Man's Tumble on Ice Led to Founding

T WAS a lucky day for Barney 

Hammel when he slipped on 

the icy steps at the hardware 
store and fell. He was hurt but he 
fell into a better home. It was 
lucky, too, for dozens of old men 
and a few old women who also 
found better homes as a result of 
Barney’s fall. It led to the found- 
ing of the Mulberry Grove Old 
Folk’s Home, which for eight 
years has been a haven for the 
homeless. 

Barney was a Civil War veteran, 
very old, who lived in a room 
above the hardware store and 
took his meals at the Barth res- 
taurant next door. He was on his 
way to the restaurant when he 
fell on the ice-covered steps. It 
did not seem that he was serious- 


ly injured, but at his age it was — 


serious enough. He would be laid 
up for a while and somebody 
would be needed to take care of 
him. In a little town like Mul- 
berry Grove it was a problem. 

Down the street was the room- 
ing and boarding house conducted 
by Mr. and Mrs. John T. Harrison, 
which was almost like a small 
hotel, for in addition to the regu- 
lars, mostly railroad men, tran- 
sients were sometimes accommo- 
dated. It was a semi-public insti- 
tution, the only thing of the kind 
in town, Somebody suggested 
that maybe the Harrisons would 
take Barney in and look after him 
until he recovered. Mrs. Julius 
Barth called up Mrs, Hamilton 
and told her what had happened, 
and would she be so kind? “Sure,” 
said Mrs. Harrison, “bring him 
along.” 

So old man Hammel entered the 
Harrison household and because 
of his need of care he promptly 
became the star boarder. The 
Harrisons called him Uncle Bar- 
ney. He was the forerunner of 
many uncles, for the Harrisons 
have adhered to the avuncular 
form of address. It is their way 
of expressing their respect for the 
old men who have no real nephews 
to care for them. 

Uncle Barney liked it so well 
that when he had recovered he 
didn’t want to leave. “You have 
kept me two weeks,” he said to 
Mrs. Harrigon. “If you could keep 
me that Iong you can keep me 
longer. I like it here and it would 
suit me fine if I could stay on.” 
Mrs. Harrison said, well, she didn’t 
see why not. Now that Uncle 
Barney was all right again he 
wouldn’t be as much trouble ag he 
had been. So Uncle Barney stayed 
on and as time passed took to 
himself a sort of distinction as the 
founding uncle of what came to be 
known as the uncles’ home. 

. The thing got going when, three 
weeks later, Francis Wright, the 
supervisor, charged with a sort of 
responsibility for the poor and 
aged, asked Mrs. Harrison if she 
would take John Call, a bachelor 
who had been in the hospital. He 
had recovered gufficiently to be 
discharged, but he couldn’t take 
care of himself. Mrs. Harrison 
took him in. A few days later 
Jim Summers came knocking at 
her door. He had no home and 
had been living at the County 
Farm, but now he had a pension

and could pay his way. He be- 
came Uncle No. 3. 

Gradually the colony grew until 
at one time there were 16 there 
at the same time, some send by 
the county officials and the Old- 
Age Assistance office, and some 
applying for admittance on their 
own account. Lately most of them 
have been pensioners who have 
been able to pay their own way, 
for Mra. Harrison charges only 
$20 a month for room and board,

He gave Uncle Barney to 
understand that he, John Harri- 
son, was boss around there and 
he wasn’t going to have any non- 
sense. If Uncle Barney didn’t like 
it any more, he knew what he 
could do. He could pack up his 
things and get out. Uncle Barney 
simmered down and stayed on. He 
is dead now, along with Uncle John 
Call and Uncle Jim Summers, Un- 
cle Frank Dowell hag senior rating 
now. He came June 13, 1989, and 
expects to stay as long as he 
lives, for he has no place else to 
go. Uncle John Segrest comes 
next with a record of three years. 

To some extent the boarders 
come and go. Under the weight of 
their years some of them become 
crochety and restless and go away 
for a while to visit relatives or 
old cronies, but they nearly al- 
Ways come back. 

When, in 1940, the house was

completely destroyed by fire, it was 
a blow to the Harrisons and their 
boarders, who had to find shelter 
elsewhere for a while, but the Har- 
risons, although their insurance 
was inadequate, did not give up. 
In a way of speaking it was a good 
thing for the boarders, for the new 
home that rose from the ashes 
was especially designed for their 
needs. The new home has 17 
rooms that are small but attrac- 
tive and tidy, all separate and 
opening on the hallways, and the 
old people have the complete pri- 
vacy that they like. There is a 
bright dining room where the good 
meals that are Mrs. Harrison’s 
pride are served family style. 
There is a porch where the old 
folks sit in the sun when the days 
are bright and lawn chairs which 
they occupy when the breezes are 
not too cool. 

By the time the new house had 
been built the place had become so’ 
completely an institution that 
above the entrance was placed a 
sign proclaiming to the world that 
this was “The Old Folks’ Home.” 
There was even a suggestion from 
the Old Age Assistance people that 
it be given the status of an offi-

Both North and South had diffi- 
cult problems to solve in the bid- 
ding. The first round was simple 
enough, but then the trouble 
started. South’s one no trump bid 
was the best action open to him, 
even though he had no stopper in 
the advegsely bid diamond suit, but, 
as may be seen, this no trump call 
created serious difficulties for 
North, who now had to fear that 
South had values in the diamond 
suit where they would be in “dupli- 
cation” of North’s void. Hence, 
from that time on, North had te 
proceed gingerly, so as not to get 
over the depth of the combined 
hands. His two heart bid was a 
shrewd attempt to steer the final 
contract into a major suit; more- 
over, this bid in connection with 
his following four club bid virtual

South was guilty of very bad 
match-point tactics when he failed 
to put the final contract in hearts. 
True, he recognized that North had 
only a weak four-card suit, but the 
A-K-Q in his own hand were im- 
pressive and, as between a four 
heart and a five club contract, 
there was far greater potential 
gain from playing at the major 
suit. 

In point of fact, declarer made 
only five clubs (no overtricks), be- 
cause he did not play the hand to 
the best advantage. Even if he had 
made an overtrick, however, his 
match-point score would not have 
been good, because many teams 
played heart contracts and came 
home with five-odd (150 points 
against 120). Indeed, after a dia- 
mond opening by East, North (the 
declarer at a heart contract) could 
cash two top spades, take a single 
club finesse and cash the club ace 
then cross-ruff diamonds and 
spades for 11 tricks.
